Vlklor Is young. He was immediately noticed 
and people started wafting (or his debuts. An out- 
sider might have got the Impression that success 
was sudden and Immediate. This was not the case. 

Having graduated from the Moscow Ballot 
School, Viktor Barykin was invited to join the 
Bolshoi corps do ballot In 1974, Here ho went 
through all the usual ’stages, but was not lost In 


Hie crowd ol warriors, and ballroom guesls. In 
his dolly exercises al the bur he displayed ex- 
cellent technique— Irom sweeping pirouettes to 
soaring, effortless leaps In the air. It seemed that 
his (orto was classical ballet. However, bis first 
parts wuio In modern balleti and It la mainly Id 
such roles lhal ho dances today as a soloist. He 
Is attracted by dynamic and complex characters, 
lorn by contrasting passions. This Is perhaps why, 
even In clnsslcal ballet, while appearing to pos- 
sess nil the necessary attributes (or the pari ol 
Ihe Prince In "Swan Lake", be dances lbo port of 
Kolhbarl, Ilia evil genius. The latter la a theme 
which carries him through many roles. Very ac- 
curately and distinctly he speaks ol the darker 
sides ol human nature. See htm dancing Macbolh 
or Jose, or even Treplev'a solo before his suicide, 
nuri you will understand what I mean. 

Hie lad that he started Ills corcor as Ivau In 
Rodion Shchedrin's ballel, "Tho Hump-Backed 
Ho i so", makes this all the more remarkable. 

Today, there Is no clear division between tho 
rhnraciers portrayed by Barykin. They are both 
good and evil. While conveying a strong (eellttg 
ol Ihe period, with their vlctoiles and defeats, 
they are at the same lime very mudern. 

Barykin himself believes that his mosl im- 
portant accompllshmeul la his Interpretation ol 
the role ol Macbeth In Vasilyev's ballel, to 
music by Kirill Molchauov. It was not easy to 
win recognition Irom Ihe puhllc aud press, hav- 
ing such a predecessor as Vladimir Vasilyev. But 
Ihe young dancer did not follow blludty In Va- 
silyev's loolslepn. He emphasized Macbeth's youth 
and the tragic fate of a young warrior who ac- 
cepts cruelly as a uorm of life. After the murders 
he coramlls, tormented by fear of retribu- 
tion, Macbelh neks salvation In lovn. 

His adagio with Lady Macbotb Is both 

ominous and slow. It Is an antl-adaglo for it 
speaks not of noble leellugs, but ol horror and 
hatred. Barykin's performance ol this episode 19 
an amazingly deop penetration into the essence 
of modem choreography, gravitating towards 
unity of plasticity and psychology. 

Soon alter Macbeth, Moscow audiences saw 
Barykin as Icarus, in Yuri Slouliuuky's ballet ol 
the same name.- His Icarus la a gonitis, hut n kind 
one. He shows mankind how to escape from their 
spiritual shackles.
